The Politlcal.Feat Whicli Hon. 
Tavte Is Prepared to Do 
Over Again.

1., .As a result of the Tarte-Greriier libel 
Buit", 80 far aa it has Rone, new liglit 13 
■ thrown upon what is known to fiinie aa 
the Wholan-Pacaud affair. Wo were 
first ill troduee<l to tliia "iifTaii-" in tlie 
course of a trial wliereiu Mr. Wlielan, 
■\vho had been the contractor for the 
buiidinK of the Quebec court-liouae, was 
accounting for the Bums he had received 
from the local government in respect of 
that work. 

Mr. Whelan traced sill the money, iii- 
cludina .tilOjOOO which he said liad been 
used " to pay boodlera with." Pressed 
for details, he asserted that the cash 
bad gone to Mr. Ernest Pacaiid, "to 
proveut him having my item struck oil' 
tlie otlicial list of the hudjiet hist ses- 
eion." It appears that there had been 
an award of $140,000 to Mr. Whelan. 
This Buni waa placed in the estimates to 
be voted by the legislature. Mr. Piicaud 
is said to iiave repreaented that it miKht 
not go tiirough, and Mr. Whelan, as ho 
delated, gave Pacaiid the money to en 
aure its passage. 

The evidence created a sensation. At 
oncePacaud, who is to-day the right- 
hand man of tlie Federal administrniion 
ill Quehec, made a statement. He as- 
serted that he had certainly seen Mr. 
Whelan, "I told him," he added, 
"that I was afraid the opposition" — 
the Conservative opposition — " would 
create a big row, because it was to my 
knowledge that they were couiplaininR 
very bitterly of him," "They were 
threatening ■ to prolong the Be-^^sion for 
another month if the item in the budget 
in his favor was prised, and I suggested 
to him, in his own iiilerest, the propriety 
of himself settling with the opposition." 
This representation had its ed'ect, and 
Mr. Pacaud received the ,$10,000 for the 
purpose of buying up the Uonservatives. 

On the very day that Pacaud'g story 
was published the opposition members 
united in a declaration giving it a formal 
denial. They said they never threat- 
ened to oppose the item; further, they 
never asked or received .$10,000, or any 
other sum, and Pacaud's statement, 
from beginning to end, was " false and 
slanderous." About this time Mr. 
Tarte was interviewed on the subject. 
He stated that he had not received a 
cent ; nor had any member of the op 
position, Pacaud's position waa now 
growing worse. It looked as if he had 
kept the money himself. In self-de 
fence he published an interview, in the 
course of which he said he had not pre- 
tended that he had distributed the 
money among the members of the op- 
position. " I said that I had remitted 
the money to a person who undertook to 
paciiy the opposition, and that he sue 
eeeded aa understood." 

The question nov arose as to who the 
dark horse, the great unknown, might 
be. Mr. Alphonae Leuiieux lifted the 
veil on this point. To the Montreal Ga- 
zette he spoke as follows: " Meeting Mr. 
,FaGand,|wbo knew my intimkte -basin ess 
'relations -with Mr. Whelan, he said, 
' As you have frequently expressed the 
desire to have your claim paid, I am 
fully authorized to settle the details with 
you.' He told me that he had seen Mr. 
Tarte, who stated to him that Whelan 
iiaci made propositions to Mr. Taillon, 
and Pacaud added that aa Mr. Taillon 
was not a proper man to mention such 
Diatters to, he (Pacaud) had arranged 
with .VI r. Tarte that for a consideration 
of $10,000 air. Tarte would see that the 
Opposition would he kept ciuiet,' and 
that thia was the first basis of a settle- 
ment. Otherwise, if we did not consent 
to pay the $10,000, the Opposition, as 
well as Mr. Tarte, would kick up such a 
row that the item would not be placed in 
the estimates," 

It was now Mr. Tarto's turn to speak 
He declared that " Pacaud's statements, 
as far as I am concerned, as made to 
Mr. AVhelan and Mr. Lcmieux, are whol- 
ly unfounded and untrue," " I am aim- 
ply amazed at those statements, whicli 
would tend to show that I had consent- 
ed to become a blackmailer or an accom- 
plice to one, I never in my lite asked 
money from Mr. Pucaiid, and I never 
received from him $10,000 ; and if he paid 
'$10,000 to some one, I am at a loss to 
know to whom." At a later date Mr. 
Tarte repeated this statement in a more 
formal way, through the press. Uo said 
he had never made any arrangement 
with Pacaud to paeifv the opjiosition 
with *10,000, and further, " that I have 
never received from Jlr. Pacaud, direct- 
ly or indirectly, neither for the opposi- 
tion nor for myseli, neither in hi.s o/lice 
nor elsewhere, the sum ot $10,000." The 
matter restc<l for a time, but last Mny it 
was revived. 

Jlr. Tarte then wrote to the i\Iohtreal 
Witness ttius; " Now the Whelan busi- 
ness. Does the Gazette mean to say 
that I bought Mr. Taillon and his col- 
leagues in the legislature bygetting.'f5,000 
from Mr, Whelan? I waa nob a member 
of the House at the time, and if there 
are men guilty in tbat matter I cannot 
be one of them. I never received one 
dollar fr(^B^ Mr„Wliolanor from anybody 
elae, with the knowledge that I was re- 
ceivingmoney coming from Mr.A'Vhelan," 

The evidence Mr. Tarte has just };ivon 
iu the Grenier case adds a new and 
different chapter to the story, llitherio 
his allusionu to the affair have been of 
the character of denials. Now he makes 
the statement that he was the Conserva- 
tive organizer in Quehec at the time, 
while Pacaud was the Liberal organizer. 
The two met, and Pacaud introduced 
the subject 01 the Whelan payment, 
asking Tarto what the opposition would 
do about it. Tarte saw Mr. Taillon, who 
8aid;.tWtvitlie , 8oo;a6r vWhelau- waa paid 
th^ better. He, then went off,- and in 
hia -own' worlds, f. I took the $5,000, and 
thought I.had ; done a splendid political 
feat. I would, in fact, do the same thing 
again under the circumstances." 

But it seeniB that ho did not know for 
months afterwanls whence thia "pow- 
der from the enemy," aa ho designates 
it, came. Ho had no idea how Pacaud 
secured it, or for what reasoji it waa 
given to him. Pacaud's story conveys a 
contrary impression. The particular.s 
80 long iu coming will he threshed out 



at the trial next month. It is import- 
ant that they should bo fully ventilated, 
for the country ought to know precisely 
what sort of an operation it ia that one 
of our Federal ministers regards aa a 
political feat," and is prepared to do 
over again. 



INTERES.TING OPINION. 

The'U. S. Attorney-General On the Qtiestion 
of Chinese Certificates. 

Washington, Out. 22. — The attorney- 
general has rendered an opinion to the 
secretary of: the treasury on the question 
of Ohinese^certiflcateSt^which is of inter- 
est. • Heretofore registered Chinese la- 
borers, who for any reason have left 
this country without obtaining a 
cortilicato from the collector of 
the port of departure, have 
been allowed to return upon the 
suhmiasion of evidence sufiicieiit to 
satisfy the collector of their identity aa 
returning registered laborers. The At- 
torney-Lieneral holds that the statute 
requires audi laborers actually to obtain 
the certiticato before departure from thia 
country, and that failing to do so they 
should he refused admission on their re- 
turn. He also holds that the registra- 
tion certificates, statements and other 
papers required trbm Chinese laborers 
before issuance of 'the certificates upon 
which they may return to this country 
dhall be deposited by the Ohinese labor- 
ers with the collectors at ports from 
wiiich they leave this country, and not 
as has been the jiractice heretofore with 
the customs olhcers at places where the 
Chinese resided in this country, which 
ofticera have forwarded the papers to the 
collectors at the port of oiit. 

The secretary of the treasury has is- 
sued a circular letter of instructions Uy 
collectors of customs informing them of 
the purport of the opinion above referred 
to, and directing them to reform their 
action hereafter thereto. 



TEN SPEECllKS IN A BAY. 

Ex-President Hiirrison Replies to Some of 
Bryan's Wild Statements. 

EvAXsviLi.i:, Ind., Oct. 2:3, — Gen, Har 
riaou arrived at Evans ville on Tuesday, 
having made ten speeches during the 
day. Everywhere there were great 
crowds and everywhere great interett 
waa manifested. At Worthington he 
spoke for thirty minutes, confining him 
self to a discussion of the silver question 
At Edwardsport he spoke briefly. At 
Bushrod he addressed several hundred 
miners who had gathered. At Vincennes 
the silver question wai3 again the topic. 
Referring to Mr. Bryan's declaration that 
we can have bi-metallism with free coin 
age, he said : 

I say we cannot. Thia goyernment 
ia a great and strong one, but it cannot 
fix the value of everything. It you want 
to know what anything ia worth, you 
must go to the market to lind out. The 
atatutea may declare that a hiiahel of 
oats ia of the same value ai< a bushel of 
wheat, but that does not make it so.' 

He concluded as follows : " We must 
stamp out with the votes of a million of 
our people in Indiana .and in the adjoin 
ing states this heresy that ia pressed 
upon us now. What we want ia to 
turn to the condition of things we had 
when we had a revenue bill that paid 
the expenses of the government and did 
not put us to the necessity of selling 
bonds to pay them. We shall find 
prosperity just where we lost it. You 
lost prosperity when you inaugurated 
thia Democratic policy and you muat go 
baek there again, and, my word for it, 
you will find what you have lost."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvku, Oct. 22. — The city has 
now no loiui iudebtedness at 7 per cent 
the only loan at that rate, one of ifG/JOO 
for the purchase of a fire engine, bor 
rowed'in the city's earliest days, having 
]U8t been repaid. The city's indebted 
nesa now stands at $1,097,000, 
against which the revenue pro 
ducing prop(srty of the waterworks ru 
preseniB a pri'ient vnlne of at least 
.$1,200,000, whilst the Hiiikinj,' fmida to 
date rL>|)rt'seiit willi their investiiientH 
more than $150,000 additional. Hence 
the city's liiuiiicial status is very sound, 
and^a furtlier sum of .^00,000 reriuired 
for waterworks extension will probably, 
with the consent of tlio provincial par- 
liament) be borrowed at 4 per cent, from 
the city's own general sinking funds and 
repaid, princijial and interest, by 
yearly instalments extending over a 
period considerably less than that of the 
original loans in respect of which the 
sinking fund is raised. The next year's 
increase of water revenue will, judging 
by the experience of 1895, more than 
provide for interest and sinking fund on 
the further loan now required. This 
will provide a large part of Vancouver 
with a much improved water service, 
that Ehould tend, amongst other advan- 
tages, to lessen insurance rates. It is 
considered far more advantageous to in- 
vest i)arfc of the general sinking fund in 
the safe security of the jjublic water- 
works than to place it upon farm mort- 
gages. The proposal of the city authori- 
ties is generally regarded as an interest- 
and novel method in municipal financ- 
ing. 

Among Ooast mining properties the 
ObanneMining Company's claims are 
attaining mucli prominence in Van- 
couver. The indications and aptual re- 
sults in working theee properties have 
caused a sudden advance in the last ten 
days of from ten to twenty cents a share. 
A gang of men are constantly employed 
in developing the 15ol)bie Burns and 
Ingersoll groups. In the Bobbie Burns 
a new ledge si.x feet wide and heavily 
mineralized has been discovered al)out 
thirty feet from the main tunnel. A re- 
cent shipment to the Taconia auiuller 
from this group gave returns of .$:!1.20 
per ton in gold. A splendid strike has 
also been made in the Ingersoll mine, 
the tunnel now at a depth of twenty-live 
feet showing a solid mass of mineral. 

The bogus half dollar question is more 
momentous than at first thought. An 
attempt is evidently being made by 
Ohiness to flood ,the Canadian market 
with their prpductidns. It has been 
ascertained that i20,000 of these counter- 
feits arrived by a recent Oriental Steamer 
and were passed through by the authori- 
ties as treiniine coin. The false cir- 
culating iiiediiim once secured Ijy 
the counterteitera' agents was launched 
indiscriminately upon tiie Vancouver 
market and received by everyone in 
trade until it reached the banks. Here 
tlie coin attracted tlie attentioti of the 
teller of tlie Bank of British Col- 
umbia, and minute, oiaini nation showed 
the following diHerences between the 
counterfeit and the legal tender were 
noticed: The interstices in the milKng 
of the lormer are wider than those of 
the latter; the lettering about tlie 
Queen's head is not so clearly delined in 
the Ghinese as in the Canadian coin. 
The bogus coin is a shade- heavier in 
weight; but in other respects there is 
practically no diflerence. It is es- 
timated by asaayera that the bogus coin 
contains -IS per cent. ;)ure silver. 

A hundred couples were present at the 
Sons of Hermann ball at the market 
hall last night. The affair passed oil" 
Tery pleasantly. 

Mr. ,1. L. Burnhani, of Sicamoua .Tunc- 
tion, and Miss J. M. Hodgson, of this 
city, were married yesterday, Kev. Dr. 
Eby officiating. 

It is learned tliat Miss Uosunthal, who 
committed suicide some twelve or four- 
teen days ago by drowning herself in the 
inlet, was divorced from her husband, 
who is at present living in New York 
city. Miss Hosenthal once attempted to 
commit suicide in New York by swal- 
lowing broken glass, her life being saved 
with great difficulty. She was visiting 
her sister, Mrs. Rubinowitz, whore she 
continued to lament the lost allection of 
her husband, and often ohreatened toend 
her life. She left an infant, the issue of 
the marriage in New Yt)rk, whicii will 
be looked after by her sister. Friends 
of the Kubinowitz' say that .Miss Rosen- 
thal was always treated kindly by her 
sister and her brotlier-in-la\v. 

Roderick Campbell, of this city, has 
purchased the Rosaland .Star mine en- 
tirely, and secured a half interest in the 
Major mine. 

J. Stanslield, manager of J. G. Iluteh- 
ison'^ Steveston branch, was brought in 
to the city yesterday for treatment at 
the hospital fortyphbtd'feyer. Dr. Rob- 
inson, who accompanied the patient, 
states that the attack is not a serious 
one and he hopes to see Mr. Stansfield 
around again in a few days.

A FALSE ACCDSATION. 

The Ottawa correspondent of the 
Toronto Globe must belong to " the 
beggarly clasa o£ camp followers " de- 
nounced by the Montreal Witness, for 
he deliberately states what he must 
know, or at any rate ought to know, 
is grossly untrue with respect to the case 
of Dr. George Duncan, Superintendent 
of Quarantine for this Province. " During 
the late general election," he says irf his 
letter of the 15th instant, " Dr. Duiicau 
is accused, and, in fact, he does not 
deny it, of having permitted a suspect 
with hia guardian to leave the hospital 
wliere the tuapecl had been ircon'rimj jrotn 
the smallpox to go to vote for tho Con- 
servative candidate in the City of Vic- 
toria, and to otherwise take part in the 
contest on behalf of the late govern- 
ment." , 

There are several inaccuracies in this 
sentence, but the words we have italic- 
ised form a statement which is wholly, 
and to all appearance, maliciously un- 
true. The man who was permitted to 
go to the polls was not " recovering from 
smallpox." He was, for anything that 
the Doctor or anj'one else knew to the 
contrary, as healthy a man as there was 
in the city on that dayi He never had 
the smallpox. If be was in the condi- 
tion described by the Globe's corres- 
pondent he would be a patient and not 
a " diispect." He was in the suspect 
station — not the lioapital — l)ecauso he 
had Ijeen in contact with a i)erson who 
was supposed to be suffering from small- 
pox and the contagion might be in his 
clothes or the disease might be incubat- 
ing in his system. Hie isolation at the 
request of the Mayor was simply a mat- 
ter cii prucantion and tlie city health law 
gave the Medical flealth Oliicer power 
to release him whenever he saw lit. 

It is not a little significant that the 
Ottawa Evening Journal contained the 
same false accusation in precisely the 
same terms, word for word. Any man 
of sense must see that the accusation of 
the Globe and the Evening Journal is a 
most serious reflection on Dr. George 
1 liiiiean's professional character. Tore- 
lease a patient recovering from smallpox 
and to send him where he would be cer- 
tain to come in contact with numbers of 
persona is a very serious crime, and the 
man who should commit it would make 
himself liable to severe punishment. It 
ifl a crime wliich no medical man who 
had the least principle or a ciiaracter to 
lose would dream of coinniitling. The 
editors of the papers we have named, 
who are both men of intelligence and 
honor, must see that by publishing the 
Blander contained in the words we have 
quoted, they have done Dr. Duncan 
a very serious injury, and we aro sura 
that it is not necessary for us to remind 
them that it is their duty to make him 
such reparation as lies in their power. 
They, no doubt, hare been deceived ; and 
we could, we think, point to the man 
who has abused their confidence. 



aware that the bitter hatred felt by 
many Amerlcauvoitizens against Eng- 
land is groundleas^a traditional antipa- 
thy that professional politicians and pa- 
triots for revenue have been careful to 
foster — but that consideration does not 
prevent their appealing to it as often ns 
it suits their purposes. It iu better, they 
argue, that the American people should 
tiate Great Britain causelessly ' tlian, that 
they should, fail to get the votes that 
they are seeking, i 

But there are intelligent Americans 
who see the foolishness of nursing this 
dislike of tho "Britishers," and who 
look upon the denunciations of them 
by the demagogues as stupid and im- 
politic. Some of them, now and then, 
at the risk of being branded as traitors, 
tell the people the plain and honest 
truth about tlte nation which so many 
of them regard na their natural enemy. 
The Now York World, getting tired of 
the senseless abuse of the ~ British, un- 
dertook the other, dfty to show the anti- 
British politicianB'and orators how deep- 
ly their country is indebt^ to England 
for any measure of prosperity it enjoys. 
It said : 

The United States is attempting to in- 
crease its foreign trade. 

We annually receive from abroad for 
the products of our industries about 
.■fSOO, 000,000. 

Great Britain pays nearly half of this. 
She ])ays ua more than any other three 
countries combined — nine times as much 
as all the silver countries and three times 
as much as we pay her people for the 
products of her industries. Iu other 
words, England is by far our best cus- 
tomer — a customer without whom we 
should be poor indeed. 

When we have needed money for the 
development of our vast resources, espe- 
cially in the West, we have borrowed it 
chiefjy from the greatest bueinesa coun- 
try in the world, which is England. Eng- 
land does not ask for better money in 
return than shf- gave. She asks only the 
same money. She does not force loans 
upon us. We seek loans of her. 

Why all this idiotic abuse of England? 

All this is so true that it is hard to 
understand why Americans need to be 
reminded of it. England is the best 
customer that the farmers of the West 
and the South liave. She buys their 
wheat, their pork, their cotton and their 
tobacco, and pays them for it in the 
soundest money. And how do they 
treat her in return? Though she allows 
nearly everything that they produce to 
enter her ports duty free they raise a 
high tariff against her manufactures, 
and abuse her and threaten her without 
the slightest provocatiqn. When they 
want money to develop the resources of 
their country they do not hesitate to go 
to England for it, and they get what 
they want. Now, when an agitation is 
being raised in their country to cheat 
those who liave lent ,the Am- 
erican pebble money to carry out 
their undertakings, the British are 
roundly abused because some of them 
speak in plain Anglo-Saxon of the true 
nature of the policy sought to be estab- 
lished. It it were not for Great Britain 
the people of the United States would 
have very little money indeed of any 
kind. She keeps them supplied with 
ready cash. Yet she does not even get 
civility in return for the commercial 
favors she showers upon them. Yet the 
Americans brag about their shrewdness 
and their sharpness. If they were half 
as shrewd and as sharp as they wish the 
world to believe they are, instead of 
hating England and abusing her when- 
ever there is an opportunity of doing so, 
they would sedulously cultivate her 
friendship and speak well of her on all 
occasions. 



der their old ones. And why not? Why 
should political diQ'erences prevent men 
from doing their duty? Certainly wo 
have not reached the point wliere it has 
become impossible for musters of one 
liolitical faith to work with employes of 
another? If we have, we are in h pretty 
bad state, one calling for immediate re- 
formation. 

The Toronto Globe, it seems, has had 
new light on tliia subject of dismissals, 
for in its issue of the ICth inst,, com- 
menting on the lumora from Ottavfai.it 
said: 

""We believe that the Ministers are 
strenuously opposed to any general in- 
troduction of the spoils system, while, 
no doubt, tliey and moat Liberals feel 
that ofHcers guilty of ollicial partisanship 
in the recent contest deserve dismissal.

The Govern- 
ment had better orr on the aide of mercy 
than practise undue severity. It is in 
the public interest that within reason- 
able bounds the office-holders should not 
be disturbed." 

Although tho"boggaily class of camp 
followers " will not like the above it 
will recommend itself to intelligent and 
fair-minded Liberals in all parts of the 
Dominion. It is to the interest of Cana- 
dians of both parties to have an ellicieut 
and trustworthy civil service, but this 
they could never hit ve under tho Bpoils 
svstem.

It ia not likely that Sir 
John ever made such a declaration, for 
it ia denied, and denied very emphatical- 
ly, by his action. When he took office 
in October, 1878, he found in tho de- 
partments the following deputy miniS' 
ters : 

Z. A. Lash — Justice. 
J. M. Courtney — Finance. 
James Johnson — Customs. 
L. Vankoughnet — Indian Aflairs. 
0. E. Panet—Militia. 
Wm. Buckingham — ^Interior. 
J, L. McDougall— Auditor-General. 
In addition to which Mr. Trudeau,the 
deputy of the Minister of Public Works 
(which then included Railwava and 
Canals), was well known to be of Liber 
al sympathies. 

All these men were retained in office 
as a matter of course, except Mr. Buck 
ingham, whoso appointment was irregu- 
lar, and he was ofi'ered another ])osition 
in the civil service, which he would not 
accept. 

"Of the others," says the Halifax 
Herald, " Courtney, Panet and Mc- 
Dougall remain until this day, Mr. 
Lash resigned in J8S2 to take a better 
position in Toronto. Mr; Johnson was 
superannuated at his own request in 1893 
at the ripe age of 70, and Mr. Vankough- 
net. rathei against his will in 1803, but 
for reasons wholly ontiide of pontics. 
Mr. Trudeau, who. remained a deputy of 
the Minister of Bailways till 1802, was 
then superannuated at his own request, 
having held office since 1S50. That is 
how tlie late Conaervativo government 
treated the (ie])uty ministers wl.vom they 
fr.in.<i oflico inntalled by the i)rece(ling 
governmejit. And wo venture to say that, 
though no one over doubted the political 
sympathies of these men, they proved 
perfectly trustworthy ami loyal to the 
new administration. Occasiomilly there 
may have been diilerences of opinion be- 
tween them and some of their ministers, 
just as there is liable to he between min- 
isters and deputies of the same political 
faith, but on tho whole the deputies ap- 
pointed b;y theGiits got along as well 
under their new masters as they did un-

The taking of evidence in regard to the 
North Ward School defects was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon and now all 
that remains is for the civic committee 
of inquiry to make its report to the city 
council. 

Mr. Chas. llayward, chairman ot t^lie 
school board, was recalled and stated that 
as far as he could recollect Mr. Gray, 
clerk of works during the construction 
of the building, was not discharged until 
the stairs were practically completed 
and only some minor details remained 
to be done. The architect had not con- 
sulted witness as to any changes in the 
plans for the roof truss. Mr. Hayward's 
evidence mainly consisted of detailing 
the action taken by the board i)rior to 
Mr. Wilson being called in as architect. 

Mr. Robert Burns McMicking, another 
member of the school board, followed 
Mr. Hay ward. As chairman of the al- 
terations committee he had seen that 
the assembly room had been inspected 
before the closing of the schools. The 
board concluded after Mr. Xorthcott's 
report not to bold the closing examina- 
tions in the assembly room, of the North 
Ward school. 

Mr. W. Ridgway Wilson, recalled at 
his own request, read a statement- which 
he had prepared in reply to the testi- 
mony given by the expert witnesses 
called by Mr. Soulo. The main burden 
of their evidence was, ho said, that all 
timber would shrink, and local timber 
more than any other. Ho endorsed this, 
and for this reason contended that spe- 
cial care must be taken in adopting such 
a form of roof that this shrinking would 
would not jeopardize the stability of 
the roof. He, like these witnesses, 
at first sight thought that all that was 
necessary was to wedge up any slackness 
which might occur, but after a close two 
days' examination of the design and ac- 
tual construistion of tbe trusses above the 
ceiling, that being tbe only place where 
the effects of the different strain's could 
be seen and where the other experts had 
not been, he found that the tie beams 
nstead of being simply in tension and 
leld in suspension by the c|ueen post, 
had been pressing liu'btly down on it, 
causing a transverse strain which it was 
incapable of carrying. This did not ap- 
i)car easy to remedy without much 
greater expense, ami the only alterna- 
tive was to relieve it of some 
strain by putting posts underneath. This 
also enabled the tUagonal props to be 
ren.'oved to relieve the walls of tlie out- 
wai d thrust. As to Jlr. Bayne's sug- 
gestion that the steel girders might be 
buckled through rough handling, it waa 
curious that they were all more than 
usually out of line, all to the same ex- 
tent, and all in the same direction as 
the; thrust might actually force them. 
Ife was sure, too, that '~'0 tons was the 
I'iast that the double girdei.', should 
have been capable of carrying, while it 
was doubtful whether those in use 
Should liave been loaiied over 10. 5() tons. 

Mr. Northcott, recalled, stated that 
he considered when be rejiorte.l in ,Tune 
that the assembly hall Iloor was danger- 
ous for a large audience and, to a less 
degree, if the room was used by chil- 
dren's classes for ordinary school pur- 
poses. 

This concluded tbe e\ndence and the 
meeting adjourned shortly before six.

Argument on the Small Debts Act Constltu- 
tlonality Concluded. 

Argument in the Small Debts act re- 
ference was linished yesterday, Mr. A. 
G. Smith, deputy attorney general, (or 
the provincial government maintained 
that tbe act was constitutional, arguing 
that under section 92 subsection 14. of 
the B.N. A. actif nothing more had been 
said the province would have had full 
power to appoint juclges as required for 
the regular administration of justice. 
This subsection states that each provin- 
cial legislature may exclusively make 
laws for tbe administration of jusjice in 
the jirovince --including the contitution, 
maintenance and organization ot ])ro- 
vincinl courts both of criminal and civil 
jurisdiction and including procedure in 
civil matters in those courts. Section 
00 which provides that the Governor- 
General shall appoint the judges of 
supreme, divisional and county courts 
except those of the courts of probate in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, Mr. 
Smith argued . referred only to the 
judges therem named and did not apply 
to the judges of inferior jurisdiction.

The City Appealing: to the Full Court 
Against Mr. Justice Drake's 
Decision. 



Corporation and Tramway Cannot 
Agree in Their Negotiations 
About the Pile Structure. 



The City and Consolidated Railway 
have failed to come to terms over the 
building of the tenijiorary pile bridge at 
Point Ellice, owing to the former de-- 
dining to accept tbe conditions demand- 
ed by the Gonsdlidated Kailway Co. as 
to the structure as laid down in the cor- 
respondence from Messrs. McPhillips, 
Wootton & Barnard, the comi)any's soli- 
citors, read at the recent council meet- 
ings. 

The City have decided to appeal from 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Drake de- 
livered on October 5 granting t!ie in- 
junction asked for by the Consolidated 
Railway, to prevent the City complet- 
ing the pilebridge until such timeassuf- 
licient i)rovision ia made for the tram- 
way trallic. 

The City have accordingly given notice 
of appealing to the Pull court at its 
sitting in November to set aside the 
judgmentdelivered by Mr. Justice Drake. 

The grounds on which the apiieal are 
based are: That tliere is no legal obli- 
gation upon the city to construct bridges 
of any particular design, strength or 
carrying capacity ; that no contract 
exists between plaintiff and the city 
whereby the city are to construct, alter or 
maintain bridges for street railway pur- 
poses; that the corporation has no power 
to enter into such a contract; that the 
franchise to the tramway comjjany 
enabling it to lay tracks and run cars 
over existing bridges does not impose 
any liability upon the corpora- 
tion of i)lacing such bridges in 
coniiition lit for the purpose of the tram- 
way company; that in the event of ex- 
isting bridges ])roving ot insufficient 
strength for tramway juirposea and col- 
lapsing, there is no obligation Ujjon the 
corporation to repair and reconstruct 
them so as to answer the purposes of the 
tramway; that the general power to run 
over bridges does not impose obli- 
gations upon tbe corporation of con- 
structing all additional bridges of sufli- 
cilont strength for tramway purposes; 
that the tramway's authority to run over 
the broken hi idge at Point ]<;ilice is de- 
rived from the legislature, not from the 
corporation, and sucli authority does not 
imi)ose an oljligation on the corporation 
to make the bridge in a condition tit for 
street railway purposes ; that the bridge 
in (juestion w.is not within the city 
limits as delined at the date of the agree- 
ment between the city and the tramway 
and therefore does not come under the 
terms of the agreement.

These taxes, with the re- 
venue from five projected monopoIieH 
■will, it is estimated, produce 1,200,000 
Turkish |ionnds, which will be used for 
military purposes. These military ))re- 
parations, in coimectioii with the tone of 
the Turkish ])ress against Armenians, 
have excited comment. 

El National, oi i\hidrid, says : " -Ne- 
gotiations for the big Spanish loan con- 
'tinne. In the meantime smaller credit 
operations suffice and assure the re- 
sources necessary to maintain national 
honor and defend the integrity of the 
country." , £1 Natioiial says, in conclu- 
sipn: " Spain iK>sBeBses all the soldiers 
.she needs and will prove that she has 
money if necessary." 

Princess Helene of ^Montenegro made 
a state entry into Rome to-day. The 
Princess and relatives arrived here at 11 
o'clock, and were welcomed by King 
Humbert, Queen Jfargaret, the Crown 
Prince, her betrothed husband, n)in- 
isters and members of the diplomatic 
corps. The streets from the railroad 
station to the palace wore thronged with 
crowds of people, lined- with troops and 
gaily decorated. The procession was 
composed of twenty royal carriages, pre- 
ceded and followed by strong detach- 
ments of cuirassiers. Their Majesties 
and the Princess were continually 
cheered by the crowds. 

The Grand Dnke Vladimir upon ar- 
riving in Paris to-day received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from the Czar at Darm- 
stadt: " We are enjoying a well-earned 
rest under the hospitable roof of the 
House of Hesse. (Signed) Nicki." 
Prench papers assert that this telegram 
throws valuable light upon the condition 
of the C/.ar's spirits, and the newspapers 
add that it proves his brain has not been 
afTeoted by grave considerations after 
talking with Emperor William of Ger- 
many at Wiesbaden. 

Japan accepts the Chinese rendering 
of the factory clause of the Pekin treaty, 
and China is therefore free to levy any 
amount of duty. Owing to the decease 
of the Italian minisier,.the diplomats 
' have not yet discussed the subject. 
Sheng, director of the Hangkow railway, 
and the governor-general of Chihli, have 
on the recommendation of an American 
syndicate, advanced ;jO,000 taels for a 
railway line seven hundred miles to 
Swangho. Twenty-seven miles will be 
required to bo bridged. Sheng hag 
transferred the Hangkow works and iron 
works to the railway. The syndicate 
doubtless controls the shares, ostensibly 
held by Chinese. 

The oflicials of the United States em- 
bassy in L/ondon have received a com- 
munication from Mr. .Walter M. Castle, 
of San Francisco, who, with his wife, is 
nnder $16,000 bail pending their ap- 
proaching trial at Clerkenwell sessions 
on a charge of stealing furs and .other 
articles from various stores in the city. 
In this communication Mr. Castle ex- 
presses his deep gratitude to all of tlieni 
and other officials as well as friends of 
the family in America for what they 
have done in his behalf.

MR. CUNNINGHAM: REPLIES. ' 

To Tin: I'Iditok :— In an editorial in the 
Columbian of 15tli inat. there is a point- 
ed reference to something which lias ap- 
peared in your editorial coluuinB which 
reflects on myself by calling in 'question 
the trathfulnesB of my report of an inci- 
dent which occurred in Ottawa on the 
nth September at an interview fwtween 
Hon. Mr. Tarto and his chief engineer, 
and the gentlemen who lepresented the 
Fraser river reclamation movement. I 
have not had the pleasure of reading the 
editorial in question, only the extracts 
which are quoted by tlio Cohm>bian. 

As a rule I am not in the habit of no- 
ticing unfriendly pereonal criticisms, nor 
would I trouble you with the matter at 
all were it not for the importance of the 
subject involved. I am afraid that you 
have permitted ultra loyalty to party to 
betray you into making an unmerited 
attack upon one who has ever been 
friendly, and sometimes usefvl, to the 
Coi.oNi.sT and the parties whose cause it 
has championed with undoubted ability, 
but often imprudently. 

Mad Mr. Coste,the engineer in charge 
of the department of public works at Ot- 
tawa, been governed by the principles 
which you have evidentlyadopted in the 
discussion of public affairs, ho would 
not have made the honest con- 
fession that the engineering ojiera- 
tions at ttie mouth of the Kraser had 
been a blunder from first to last. 
Vou would have covered it uji, would 
you not, and periiiitled tho blundering 
to continue just as long as the misguided 
Dominion government could be prevail- 
ed upon to put lip the cash, and when 
that failed you would not have hesitated 
to fasten the blame on an innocent third 
party? Your attack on me justifles this 
conclusion, and no one regrets it more 
than I do. Mr. Ooste, however, has a 
higher conception of duty, and In a 
manly, straightforward way that does 
him honor and won the esteem of all 
who heard him, ho distinctly stated the 
exact words which I reported. 

Had you taken time to reflect on the 
fact that there were present at the in- 
terview eight other gentlemen (any and 
all of whom I refer you to) who lieard 
the engineer's statement, you would not 
have so lightly attempted to convict me 
of an untruth. You have blundered — 
stupidly blundered— and if you are half 
as honest and truthful as the engineer, 
you will correct the error without delay, 
and in future you will do well to adopt 
the admirable*' spirit which was mani- 
fested by Mr. Goste. 

Judging Jrom the results of the late 
election, I believe that the day is past 
and gonewhen the struggling settlers in 
the Fraser valley, who are contending 
against so many ditliculties, will tamely 
submit to have their homes desolated 
and the country ruined by bogus en- 
gineering. Nor is the trw inU'rcft of any 
political party served by bolstering up 
and defending the gross incompetency 
which has prevailed at the mouth of the 
Fraser durilig recent years. 

This is a serious business. We are 
facing a problem which will tax the en- 
gineering ability of the foremost hydrau- 
lic engineer on this continent. On the 
successful control of the Fraser river de- 
pends the agricultural prosperity of the 
very best portion of this province. Hun- 
dreds of enterprising farmers have 
already been ruineil by recent freshets. 
Within a radius of three miles from 
where I sit I can count nine vacant 
farms which wero tlie happy homes of 
nine jn-osperoiis and worthy families 
four years ago, and this section of the 
valley is not an exception to the general 
condition of aflaira. Those who still 
cling to their farms are Qnancially ex- 
hausted and have.neitber feed, seed nor 
credit ; and all this suffering comes from 
no fault of their own and could have 
been averted had the press anc^people 
who have had influence espoused the 
cause of the farmer and insisted on re- 
medial measures. 

The unprecedented freshet of IS82 left 
the Eraser with numerous new bars, 
formed by snags an{l stumi)s lodging in 
the bed of the river; hundreds of acres 
of land were washed into the stream, 
and from then till now not a bar has 
been removed nor has any attempt been 
made to clear the channel and restore 
the river to its former dimensions. The 
disastrous flood of 1804 added still more 
to the obstructions, and would have re- 
sulted in loss of life and destruction of 
property of enormous value bad it not 
been for the heroic and timely exertions 
of the provincial government. What 
did the Ottawa government do for the 
s'.ill'ering people who were so suddenly 
overwlieimed by that awful calamity 
and were made beggars by the 
loss of property which had taken 
the best portion of their lives to 
accumulate, and whicii represented many 
years of patient toil and privation? 
Xothin^ wliatever. Although the gov- 
ernment had .several vessels moored in 
Victoria at tiie time not a wheel was 
turned nor a settler rescued by any Do- 
minion vessel. Nor was there a dollar 
contributed for the relief of the unfor- 
tunate victims by the Dominion govern- 
ment who bad compassed sea and land 
to attract many of those poor sufferers 
to occupy these lands. 

It is true that largo sums have been 
voted year after year for the improve- 
ment of Fraser river but how has the 
money been exiienued? Ii} clearing the 
river of accumulated debris and drift 
and uHsisting the stream to sconrits own 
channel? No, not a dollar — all has been 
frittered away at the Sand Heads and 
hopelessly sunk by incompetent hum- 
bugs. No more of this sort of 
thiiig can he tolerated even at 
the risk of bringing down the wrath of 
the mighty Colonist. Wo of the Main- 
land mean business and are determined 
to have this countrj' made safe for the 
industrious agriculturist, no matter what 

Solitical party may be inconvenienced, i 
ur motto is country first and j)arty 
fealty afterwards. Our turn lian conic, 
and you will do well torecogni/.e the fact 
by wheeling into line and make one 
earnest eflbrt to reflcue agriculture from 
the " siough of despond." You can bo 
of some service to a very deserving but 
much neglected industry, and yon will 
be all the happier tor maldng the beat 
of present opportunities. I assure vou 
it will be a pleasant reflection" in 
years to come that the oldest paper 
m the province took a prominent part in 
pushing the reclamation of the Fraser 
river. No hap))ines8 or satisfaction can 
come to you from covering and bolster- 
ing up grievous ofbi'ial incompetency. It 
is positively wrong to do so. 

You will onlymake yourself ridiculous 
by nursing a grievance which is not a 
grievance. We have been fairly whipped 
and w.e richly deserved the whipping. 
The most humiliating aspect of the case 
is that one feels mortified that tbe grand 



old party did not go down oQ a question 
more worthy of its glorious traditions. 

What a shame it was to have the 
brave old ship which h,oro Canada safe- 
ly over many a tempestuous sea, founder 
ignominiously with the black flag 
of ultramontanism floating at her mast- 
head ! The degradation is hard to bear, 
but you must not forget that you your- 
self are by no means innocent of the 
great transgression. Ypu'i wasted much 
))reciouB time and thoUgh't' 'urging the 
Conservative. leaders to coerce a .sister 
province li) surrender a right which 
ought to be held sacred and defended at 
any cost. : ^Providentially the conspiracy 
was defeated, and it seems to me that it 
would be much more becoming in you 
to accept a righteous verdict rather than 
go Ijcating aljout in search of an inno- 
cent victim on whom you may try to 
vent your ill-concealed chagrin. 

Y'ou had better accept the new order 
of things with as good grace as possible.

CYANIDK PIIOUKSS BULLION. 

To TUK iMJiroit: — I see from a para- 
graph which lias a|)j)eared in your pajjer 
of late date and copied in other papers 
that a bar of bullion taken out by the 
cyanide process has been brought down 
from Cariboo bv the secretary of the 
Cariboo and Williams Creek Consoli- 
dated Mining Company, Ltd., the bar 
weighing 31.01 ozs. in gold and silver, 
being 007 fine and worth about .flOO. 
Later on in the paragraph it is stated 
that nearly all the gold and silver is 
saved at a cost of $10 per ton. 

Great credit is duo Nir. S. .1. Marsh, 
who has been the means of making ar- 
rangements with the government to 
lease the reduction works at Barkerville 
and also with my conijjany, the Oassel 
Oold Extracting Co., Ltd., with regard 
to the patent riglit of tlie process. But 
I wisli to explain one or two errors 
which no doubt have been made unin- 
tentionally by Mr. Hawes, or either, his 
statements have been misconstrued by 
the reporters. • . 

In the first place, with regard t9 the 
capacity of the mill. It should be un- 
derstood that there are not five stamps 
at the government reduction works, the 
plant being only an experimental one, 
employing one automatic stamp capable 
of crushing four tons of material per day 
when in operation. It is, however, the 
intention of the company to increase the 
capacity of the plant. 

Now, the dili'erence between one stamp 
working and five stamps will also make 
an alteration of considerable importance 
in the cost of the recovery of the metals. 
Whereas with one stamp nearly as many 
men are required to operate the mill as 
with five stamps. Therefore on the 
basis of the latter the cost of milling 
■(^ould he very materially reduced, and I 
should estimate the total charges fdr the 
reduction would not exceed from $8 to 
^3.50 per ton, instead of iflO as named. 

It should also be remembered that in 
the experiments now being conducted a 
great deal of data has been issued to the 
neople sending in ore, which also in 
creases the costs incurred in liandling 
the ores, and a clean-up made after each 
run before other samples can be put 
through means an additional charge 
against treatment. 

Tfiere is another point I might refer 
to, that is the fineness of ihe gold bar 
In practice in other j)arts of the world it 
has been found desirable to refine the 
precipitate produced from the solution 
of cyanide containing gold by means of 
sulphuric acid in lead lined tanks, the 
acid dissolving the zinc which comes 
down to a certain extent with the gold. 
These means have not been adojjted 
just yet at Carilioo, bat will be later on. 
With such the fineness of the bar will be 
brought uj) to about 880. A great many 
parcels of ore liave been successfully 
treated at the fjarkerville phuit, and 
tills will, no doubt, add to the attention 
given to quartz mining in Barkerville. 

In conclusion I would like to state 
that the Cariboo- AVilliams Creek Con- 
solidated Mining Copany, Lt<l., have 
shown a great deal of enterprise in in- 
troducing the MacArthur-Forrest pro- 
cess, and the government, of British 
Columbia have also rendered every 
assistance in their power.

She will iind It infinitely 
easier and far more beconiUig to hor dig- 
nity and. modesty to stop off lightly and at 
till) proper time, with the down stroke of 
tho pedal. Another thing, howmany wom- 
eu riders are taught that they should not 
dismount oD a street until they have wheel- 
ed to Ji eurbstono on tho right sldo of tho 
road? 

Women very often junip from their 
wheels in the mj^.dle of the road as if uv- 

- lii'y vehicle in the rear must come to a 
stjuulsiill and wait until they have walked 
to .the curb. The common rules of tho 
road should he inqin^ssed iijion Jill riders, 
and many woiiuiu who an) not accustomed 
todrivingaiid lia'vespent all their previous 
e-xisteiice as ■'iicdestriaiis or passengers on 
ears have yet to learn tliat there is a code 
of r«loa for tho control of tho highway. 
When a wom.in dismounts in tho middle 

- of tho road, she has no regard for hor own 
, safoty^and should not e.x[)cct others to 

think for lies.

AT THE FALL OF THE LEAF. 

Why do the leaves fall? " Bless me, I 
don't know," you atiawer; "Isuppose 
because it is one of nature's arrange 
menta." 

Precisely; but why did nature soar 
range? Why not have summer time al- 
ways, with perpetual foliage? What is 
the meaning of.denuded.branehea, with- 
ered fiowerp,dayliKht, fftdluK in mid-after- 
noon, and winter's cold and desolation? 
When you find out wliy the leaves fall 
you will have discovered one of nature's 
deope.'jt sucrets — wlnj iiie.n die. ' 

.Suppose we try an easier problem. 
Wiiy should Mr. William Steel have 
written such a eentence as this? — ''At 
the fall of the leaf every year I got into such 
a state that I took no pleasure in any- 
thing."

The Olllcial Proclamation— Immense' 
Amount of Devastation Done* |j 
by Cnban Insurgrents. - 



Havana, Oct. 22.— General Weyler 
has issued a proclamation containing 
the following provisions: ' 

" 1. All of tbeinhabi^nts in the coun- 
try or outside the lines of the constitu- 
tion of the towns must betake them- 
selves to the towns occupied by troops 
within a period of eight days. Those 
who are found outside the towns after 
the expiration of that period will be con- 
sidered rebels and will be tried as such. 

" 3. The withdrawal of groceries from 
the towns is absolutely prohibited, and 
also the tranaportation of them by sea 
or overland without a permit from the 
military authorities. Violators of this 
lirovision will be tried and punished as 
aiders of the r^jhels. 

"I!. Proprietors of cattle must carry 
them to the towns, or provide immedi- 
aU^ly that they shall receive due pro- 
tection. 

"4. Kightdays after the publication 
of this proclamation all rebels surren- 
dering in every municipality shall he 
subject to the captain-geneiai's disposal 
in ordering them where to reside, and it 
will be a consideration in their favor for 
them to give available news in regard to 
the enemy and- to Surrender with their 
firearms, and moreover to surrender in 
their organizations. 

"0. This proclamation is only en 
forcible in the province of Pinar del 
Rio." 

The insurgents during the past two 
weeks have been continuing the work of 
devastation, particularly in the jirovince 
of Matanzas, where they have reducec' 
to ashes many tobacco and sugar plan- 
tations together with nianvfarin houses, 
the whole valued at fJ, 000,000. The 
prolonged rainy season ia retarding the 
active campaign and is undoubtedly 
favoralile to the insurgent movements, 
as the men serving under Gomez, Maceo 
and others have been accustomed from 
childhood to travel over the mountain- 
ous country in all weather with great 
rapidity and very little fatigue. 

KIDNAPPED IN LONDON. 

A Chinaman Said to Have Been Seized and 
Held a Prisoner in the Chinese 
Legation . 

London-, Oct. 22. — The Globe this 
afternoon publishes a startling story of 
the alleged kidnapping and imprison 
ment of a Chinaman in the Chinese lega- 
tion here. The newspaper mentioned 
declared that the Chinese government 
learned in November last that there ex 
isted a conspiracy to seize the viceroy of 
Canton as the fust step to the overthrow- 
of the Manchu dynasty. The plot, the 
Globe adds, was disclosed by the pre- 
mature importation of 400 coolies to 
Canton from Hong Kong to assist in 
the seizure of the Vicerov, which aroused 
suspicion. Some of the leaders were ar 
rested and confessed, and one of them — 
a doctor named Sun Yatsen — escaped to 
America, and thence made his way to 
London. This doctor, it now appears, 
has been missing since Saturday a w-eek 
ago and some of his English friends 
claim that he is imprisoned at the Chin- 
ese legation, having been seized by a 
couple of Chinamen as he was passing 
the legation. These men, it ia further 
stated, pushed the Chinese doctor in- 
side the legation and he ia now, according 
to the story, held a prisoner there. Th 
foreign office and the Scotland Yard au- 
thorities have been notilied, and detec 
tives are now watching the Chinese lega 
tion in order to prevent the removal of 
the doctor. The friends of the latter 
have applied for a writof habeas corpus ; 
but it is doubted whether the writ is 
applicable at the legation. The Chinese 
oilicials deny that the doctor is detained 
at the legation, but the friends of the 
alleged conspirator claim to posseae con- 
clusive proof that he is held a prisoner 
there. 



3IASSACIIED BY SAVAGES. 

Members ol an Austrian Exploring Expe- 
dition Slain by Solomon Islanders. 

Sa.n FiiA.NCisco, Oct. 22. — Details of a 
massacre on the Solomon Islands were 
brought from the South Seas by the 
Oceanic Steamship Company's mail 
steamer Monowai, which arrived at this 
port from Australia, via the Sandwich 
islmiila to-day. The victims of the blood 
thirsty savages were a party of Aus- 
trians, who had been taken to the islands 
by the Austrian man of war Al- 
batross. The party was under the 
leadership of Baron Fonlton von Nor 
beck, an Austrian scientist, who has 
visiteil many groups of islands in the 
South Seas, and had had luiiueroua ex- 
citing experiencea with the natives. 
While travelling with an armed guard 
over the mountains of the island, he was 
set uiion by bualimeii and slain, togotli- 
er with four otliera. During the conflict 
which followed the assault many of the 
party were dangerously wounded. The 
Albatross was commissioned by the 
Austrian government to make a scientific 
exploration of Solomon island. 

SUICIDE OF A DESPONDENT. 



Suffocated Herself and Son, Because Her 
Hnsband Failed to Fnmisli Her 
With FunSs. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 22.— Mrs. 

Kate Bascom, of Clinton, Mo., killed 
herself and her four-year-old son George 
at a lodging house last night by closing 
the doors and windows of the room and 
turning on the gas. Mrs. Bascom was 
without money, but said she expected 
some by every mail from her husband at 
Clinton. Day after day passed and the 
money did not come and alio became so 
despondent that she resolved to kill her- 
self and her son. The letter containing 
the money came this afternoon, but 
wlien the lodging house keeper went to 
Mrs. £aBcom's room with it she found 
both mother and son dead.

London, Oct. 2U. — The Times in its 
financial article discusses the chances of 
the gold hoards in the Uuited States 

coming back after the election, and 
thinks that such a movement may be 
anticipated because the two wealthy 
nations on the continent want gold and 
will even pay a small commision in 
order to obtain it. " But it is necessary 
to consider two contingencies " says the 
Times, " first, that the election of Mc- 
Kinley is likely to give an impetus to 
imports into the United States and thus 
to increase tlie tendency of gold to 
go to Europe. Second, if Bryan is badly 
beaten liurope will freely purchase 
American securities, and thus to a great 
extent neutralize the efl'ect of the in- 
creased imports. It is believed in some 
([uartera that the credits obtained here 
in the last two months are largely tlie 
result of iinancial oiieratioiia such aa the 
negotiating of twelve month loana by 
railroad companies. If that ojiinion be 
correct there may be more grain and cot- 
ton Inlls to come forward later than is 
now supposed." 

The Daily News expresses the belief 
that stocks of goods of all kinds in the 
United States must be much depleted 
and that McKinley's election will hasten 
imports. The Daily News financial ar- 
ticle says : " The Russian wheat sellers 
still show great reserve, ofl'ers from the 
Black Sea being exceedingly acarce. It 
is an open question whether they are not 
thereby playing into the hands of the 
American, for, although the Russian 
crop is smaller than last year, there 
must be a considerable surplus available 
for exijort. If ljuyers only keep their 
heads cool they will probably fill their 
wants more cheaply by waiting a little. 
Our weakest point is that British stocks 
have been allowed to decline to an ex- 
ceedingly low point." 

The Daily Telegraph's article on the 
subject also refers to the difliculty in 
estimating the crops of Russia and 
America, " where," says the Daily Tele 
graph, "secrecy is venerated as a fine 
art. "The methods of the United States 
crop bureau are regarded as absolutely 
illusory. Speculators in Mark Lane are 
now playing a waiting game," 

London, Oct. 22. — The Dank of ICng- 
laiid has a<lvanced its rate of discount 
from to 4 ))er cent. The weekly atatt^- 
ment of the Bank of hhigland issued to- 
day shows the following changes com- 
pared with jirevious account: Total 
reserve decreased £851,000, circu- 
lation decreased ,£04(5,000, bullion 
decreased jEI ,497,345, other securities 
increased JC431.000, other deposits de- 
creased JCl ,899,000, public deposits de- 
creased £87,000, notes reserve decreased 
£885,000, government securities decreas- 
ed £1,523,000. The proportion of the 
Bank of England's reserve to liability, 
wliicli laat w-(!ok was 60.26 per cent., is 
now 50.55 per cent. 

Nkw YoitK, Oct, 22. — The Evening 
Post says: " It would be no exaggera- 
tion to describe to-day's stock market 
as wholly indillerent to the action of the 
Bank of England in raising its rate of 
discount from 3 to 1 per cent. It opened 
at a slight decline, largely based on sales 
from London, where the bank's decision 
was of course a governing factor in the 
market. But at these early lower figures 
a strong local demand set in and be- 
fore even the oiu'ning hour was over, 
stocks had aiivaneeil to fully 1 jioint 
above yesterday 's closing. This advance 
contiiuKMl in many stocks, notably in the 
Grnngei-s, well into tlie afternoon. To- 
wards the clusi! there w-as a fractional 
reaction, but the decline was very slow, 
the closing lirni, and the day's net ad- 
vances considerable. 

Nevs York-, Oct. 22.— The stock mar- 
ket to-day was more active than usual 
recently, and disphiyeJ considerable 
strength despite several develojimenta 
that would have under ordinary condi- 
tions exerted a marked unfavorable in- 
lluenite.

San Fhancisco, Oct. 22. — It is certain 
that the lumber combine known as the 
Central Lumber Coni))an>» of California 
will be given a new lease of life January 
1, 1897, and that it will early 
in the spring attempt to hold 
prices at a higher figure than they 
have been for years. So far as tbe for- 
eign lumber business is concerned, 
tbe matter has been settled beyond the 
question of a doubt, and as 80 jier cent, 
of the firms interested in the douiestic 
trade are also interested in the foreign 
business, the most conservative opinion 
expressed ia that the local liuiibermen 
will patch up tlieir differences and sign 
an agreement for another year. 

The " foreign pool," as it is known in 
contradistinction to the " domestic 
pool," was arranged on Wednesday after 
a series of conferences extending over a 
period of three weeks. The British Col- 
umbia Milla, Timber and Trading Com- 
pany, after standing out for a year, en- 
tered the combination, necessitating a 
readjustnent of stock. It required five 
days of continuous meeting, after two 
weeks of committee, conferences, to 
settle the matter, but the details 
were finally arranged, and all the big 
lumber concerns on the Coast signed a 
contract to keep up the present schedule 
of prices for another year. This having 
been accomplished, the lumbermen from 
the North, who have no interest what- 
ever in the foreign trade, packed their 
grips and started for home. 

Whether or not prices will be raised 
will depend very much upon the out- 
come of the terms on which the 
domestic pool is renewed. If the 
middlemen persist in breaking up 
the combine it ia probable that the 
prices of domestic lumber will be 
forced down to a lower point than they 
have ever been, but the" foreign prices 
will not be disturbed. If the renewal of 
the pool ia determined npon, an effort 
will stirely be made in the spring to 
raise prices, both domestic and foreign. 

HENRY CLEWS' OPINION. 

How the United States May Be Made as 
Prosperoas as Eight Years Ago. 

In his FinaD.cial Oiicular, dated New 
York, October 17, Henry Clews sayss 

" All that is now wanted ia the election 
of McKinley, to put this country again 
on a phenomenally prosperous basis, as 
was the case in tlie years 1879-80 through 
the rcBumiition of specie payments. 
There waa also a similar period in the 
year 1892, the last year of President Har- 
rison's administration, when the highest 
point of prosperity was reached in the 
country's history. I do not hesitate to 
predict that that same notch Will be 
jiassed in the year 1897 if the St. Louis 
Convention's platform is adopted over- 
whelmingly by the votes of the people 
on November 3. On the other hand if the. 
Chicago platform should be adopted, then 
these elements of prosperity will prove 
to be absolutely reversed, and we must 
wade through a period of four years with 
such uncertainties as will dishearten 
employers and employes alike; and if 
such a misfortune should overtake the 
country, instead of the prosperity indi- 
cated, from which tiie labor classes 
w-ould derive the most benefit, the con- 
dition of trade would become so dejilor- 
able from one end of this nation to the 
other that the largest export that this 
country would have would be that of 
wage earners ; as it would not be pos- 
sible to lind work for all on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

" The stock market shows less activity 
than might be expected from the im- 
pending possibilities - Qf .'. higlier prices 
following the election. The reasons for 
this do not need much explanation. In 
the first place, owing to the past severe 
depression of business and the condition 
of the money market, there are few out- 
siders who have the means for buying 
on speculatfon. In the next place, the 
liard and perilous times have crushed 
the speculative spirit and made men un- 
usually conservative and timid, Again, 
many of those who have both the cour- 
age and the means to seek for- 
tune under the presfent extraor- 
diuanr conditions have already laid 
up all the stock it ia at present conven- 
ient or prudent to carry, and are content 
to wait with their present load until 
iifter the election.- Again, there is in 
Wall street, as elsewhere, a singular 
uniformity of feeling to defbr operations 
until after the' 3rd of November, And, 
perliaj) as important as all these causes 
put together, the teriuH for time; loans on 
stocks collateral are almost ]irohibitory, 
which obstructs operations in stocks 
which contemplate the jiossibility of 
carrying the securities for weeks or 
months. A satisfactory outcome of the 
election, how-ever, will (lissijiale all such 
obstacles and Wall Street will then re- 
sume its normal activity."
